The following n^w bye-haws i.c,, Bye-law Nos. 69A, 69B, 
69C, 69D, 69E, 69F arc inserted after the existing Bye-law 
No. 69 which reads as under ; 

69 Evasion of Margin ReqLiircmcrit,s Forbidden. 

A member sbaU not directly or indirectly enter intol 
any arrangement or .adopt any procedure for (he pur¬ 
pose of evading or assisting in the evasion of the mar- 
.uin requircmenls prcscj'ibed under these Eye-laws and 
Regulations, 

HARGATNS SUBJECT TO CAPIT/VL ADEQUACY RE¬ 
QUIREMENTS : 

69A- The Capital Adequacy requirements shall consist of 
the following (wo components ;— 

(a) BASE MINIMUM CAPITAL ;

356(A) Where on the basis of information made available 
to it or a complaint received by it, in respect of matters 
referred to in Bye-Law 356B. the Council of Management 
IS of opinion that an inquiry is required to be instituted 
against any member or any attorney/agent/authorised assis¬ 
tant/employce/sub-broker of a member, the council shall 
refer the case to the disciplinary committee and tho discip- 
litary committee shall thereupon hold an inquiry and If the 
delinquent person is found guilty, impose any punishment 
/penalty/fine as it deems appropriate, provided that if the 
disciplinary committee is of the opinion that the delinquent 
being a member of the Stock Exchange ought to be a 
expelled from membership, the disciplinary committee shall 
report the result of the inquiry to the Council of Management 
with its recommendation. 

356B. The Council of Management and/or the discip¬ 
linary comniittee shall exercise the following powers only 
after following the procedure prescribed in Bye-law 356C:_ 

(1) to cancel the election and expel a member as nro- 
vided in Article 6(g). 

(il) to expel a member from Membership as provided 
m Article 10(C). ^ , 

(Hi) to terminate the approval of an authoifse^ msbt- 
tant as provided in Article 37. 
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(iv) to declare that a member shall not continue at 
such as provided in Article 76(a). 

(V) to expel any member from his memberahip as 
providad in Article 72. 

(vi) to suspend, expel or impose other consequences on 

a member as provided in Article 79(e). 

(vii) to expel or supend and/or fine and/or censure and/ 
or withdraw any of the membership rights of a 
member as provided in Article 80. 

(viii) to expel or suspend and/ou fine and/or censure 
and/or warn a member or his attorney, agent, autho¬ 
rised assistant or employee ns provided in Article 
82 . 

(ix) to impose any penalty on a member under Article 
83. 

,(x) to impose any of the modified penalties on a mem¬ 
ber as provided in Article 86 (n). 

(xi) to impose any other punishitient upon any member 
of the Stock Exchange, Authorised Agent, Brokers, 
Employees, Agents or attorneys as provided in the 
Bye-Laws/Articles of Association. 

356C, 

(i) The Council shall cause chargc.s to be framed 
against the mcmbci-, authorised assistant. Executive 
Director, Attorney, Employee or other person a.s 
the ca;/; may be and have tlie same served on the 
person so. charged along with a statement of im- 
utalions supporting the charges, a list of documents 
and witnesses proposed to be relied upon to prove 
the charges. 

(ii) The person on whom articles of charges, etc as 
mentioned in clause (i) are served may give a reply 
ill writing thereto within such lime as mav he speci¬ 
fied by the Council. If he denies any/all of the 
lullcle.s of charge he shall fiiinisti a list of dovii- 
ments and witnesses on which he relies upon his 
defence. 

(iii) If the person on whom the articles of charge are 

served denies all or any of the aritcles of charge, 

the Disciplinary Committee shall inquire into the 
matter. 

(iv) The Council or the President if authorised by the 

G'nincil shall nominate a Pre.sonting Officer to pre¬ 
sent the case in support of the articles of charges 

against the person charged before the Disciplinary 
Committee. 

(v) The Disciplinary Committee may sit and hear the 

matters referred to it, on such dates and at such 
times, as may be determined by its Chairman; who 
sli.ill as far as possible take into consideration the 
convenience of all the parties while fixmg the dale 
and time of hearing, kcaping in mind the need for 
expeditious disposal of the matters before the Dis¬ 
ciplinary Committee. 

(vi) If any of the parties before the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee fails to appear before ft or co-operate in 
the inquiry, the Disciplinary Committee shall be 
entitled to proceed with the enquirv ex-parte and 
submit its report to the Council on the basis of the 
facts available before it. 

(vii) Any party before ihc Disciplinary Committee may 
defend himself before the Disciplinary Committee 
either himself personally or authorise, in writing 
any other person who shall be n member of the 
Bangalore Stock Exchange to represent him at the 
enquiry. He shall not be entitled to be represented 
by an advocate. 

(viii) The Disciplinarv Committee shall regulate its own 
procedures while conducting the enquiry consistent 
with the principles of natural justice. 

(ix) Jbe Disciplinary Committee shall hear the Present¬ 
ing Officer and the person charged or his authorLsed 
representative, summon and examine witnesses cited 
by .'the Presenting Ofilcer and on behdlf of thfe de¬ 
fence, stinUnon such other witnesses, documents 


and records as it deems necessary for deciding the 
issues raised before it and Consider aU the material 
placed on record and after considering all the facts 
of the case. Pass an order in writing giving its 
conclusion as lo the truth or otherwise of the 
charges framed and the punishment imposed on the 
delinquent persons. Provided that in the case of a 
member of the Stock Exchange if it is proposed to 
award the punishment of expulsion from the mem¬ 
bership of the Stock Exchange, the Disciplinary 
Committee shall submit its report to the council 
with its conclusion us to the truth or otherwise of 
the charges framed and its recommendations in re¬ 
gard to the punishment to be imposed, 

Ih the event of disagreement among the members of 
the disciplinary committee dissenting members, if 
any, may submit his/their dissenting report with 
conclusions, A copy of the order/report as the case 
may be, shall bo sent to all persons indicated. 

(x) The order of the disciplinary committee shall take 
effect immediately on its being delivered to the 
Stock Exchange. If the disciplinary committee sub¬ 
mits a report recommending expulsion of any mem¬ 
ber the council shall notify the members indicated 
by the disciplinary committee and shall afford them 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard either in 

erson or through a duly authorised representative 
efore taking any decision or action upon the re¬ 
port of the disciplinary committee and pa.ss an order 
either accepting the recommendation of the discip¬ 
linary committee and expel the member or impose 
any lesser punishment on the member. The deci¬ 
sion of the council either unanimously or by simple 
majority shall be in writing and shall be communi¬ 
cated to the member concerned. 

(xi) When the council considers the report of the D's- 
ciplinaiy Committee, if any of the following persons 
are members of the Council:— 

(i) any member of the Disciplinary Committee; 

(ii) any nerson who i.s a party to or witness at the 

enquiry; 

(iii) any person who has made a complaint or fur¬ 
nished information leading to the enquiry. He/ 
they shall not be present at the time the Coun¬ 
cil considers the report of the Disciplinary Com- 
nlittee.

(xii) The order of Ihe Disciplinary Committee/Council of 
Management as the case may be shall be final and 
binding and shall not be open to queslion in any 
Court Or before any authority on any ground. 


AMENDMENT TO BYE-LAWS OF BANGALORE STOCK 
EXCHANGE l.IMITED BY THE COUNCIL OF MANAGE¬ 
MENT ON 16-7-1994 AND APPROVAL BY SFfBI ON 
31-10-1994 VIDE ITS LETTER NO. SMD/665/94. 

The following clauses arc inserted after the existing Bye¬ 
law No. 353('xi) which reads as under ;— 

Advertisement 

353 (xi) If he advertises for business purposes or issues 
regularly circulars or other business communications to per¬ 
sons other than his own constituents, members of the Ex¬ 
change, Banks and Joint Stock Companies or publishes pam¬ 
phlets. circulars or any other literature or report of informa¬ 
tion relating to the stock markets in the public prints with 
his name attached. 

353 (xi) 1. The content of advertisement forms, brochures, 
etc., should be related only to the nature of services that 
the stock broker can offer in respect of sales and purchases 
of -shares and securities only. The advertisement should not 
contain recommendations regarding purchase or sale of any 
particular share or security of any company and/or any 
recommendation regarding any company. 

353 (xi) 2. The advertisement can be published by a mem¬ 
ber broker individually or jointly with other member brokers 
so a_s to enable small brokers to pool their resources for 
publicity. 
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353 (xi) 3. The advertisement should mention the name 
title as recoided for the membership of the Stock Exchange 
alongwilh the code number allotted by the Securities and 
Exchange Board of India. It can also include the names of 
the sub-brokers affiliated with the broker. The broker should 
also designate and authorise and name the authorised person 
in the publication to ensure the coriectness of the- information 
given m the advertisement and prior approval of the Stock 
Exchange should have been obtained in respect of such 
authorised person. The authorised person wiU be specificallly 
responsible when two or more brokers jointly advertise for 
brokerage business. 

353 (xi) 4. 

(a) The members should ensure that any information 
given in the advertisement must be correct and 
accurate and contain matters of objectively ascer¬ 
tainable facts which should be capable of substan¬ 
tiation, 

(b) It should not have any adverse reference direct or 
indirect regarding the reputation of the other mem¬ 
bers of the Stock Exchange and also of the Stock 
Exchange. 

(c) The advertisement should not contain anything which 
is otherwise prohibited for publication under ^e re¬ 
levant Act, unwarranted, misleading information or 
make any'promises, 11 will contain written words 
and shall not be assisted by any other visual such 
as photograph or drawing, 

353(xi) 5. The advertisement should not include publicity 
for any party other than the member himself and it should 
not contain any reference to any person, firm or institution 
except as provided for in (2) and (3). 


353(xi) 6. The member broker should not allow his or his 
firm's name to be advertised by others or allow his or firm’.s 
name to be published in the advertisement of others, except 
us provided tor in guidelines (2) and (3). 

353(xi) 7. The member brokers should submit a copy of 
the advertisement to the Stock Exchange authorities and 
Securities and Exchange Board of India as soon as it is 
published. The Exchange authorities will have the cease and 
desiist powers in this behalf. 

353(xi) 8. (f a member broker violates any of the above 
guidelines for the advertisement he is liable to be penalised 
tor the same by the Stock Exchange authorities and/or SEBI. 

353 (xi) 9. If the Slock Exchange aiittionties levy any 
penalty or take any disciplinary action against member brokers, 
e.g., by way of suspension or declaring him as defaulter etc., 
it should be immediately made public by the S;ock E.xchange 
authorities and the concerned member broker should not ad- 
verti.se after being declared a defaulter. 

353(xi) 10. As soon as the member broker sells his card 
or ceascjs to be an active stock broker, or there is a change in 
ownership of brokerage firm, the purchaser of the card or 
new firm should inform the same to the public immediately. 

Once the permission for publication of advertisement for 
business is granted, there will be corresponding obligation on 
the Stock Exchange authorities to inform the pnbt'c in respect 
of the events referred to in guidelines (9) and (Iff) men¬ 
tioned above. While the guidelines for advertisement by 
brokers fix direct responsibility on the Stick Exchange autho¬ 
rities as they will have to perform additional activities of 
supervision and regulation of such advertisements, For this 
purpose the Stock Exchange authorities would be j-equired to 
create administrative arrangements,” 
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
